Jig-saw pieces of the tragedy of 
Peggy Wolff Still were being put to- 
gether Wednesday as a coroner’s jury 
in Gwinnett county formally accused 


her estranged -ex-teacher husband, 
Floyd Still, of the homicide, near 
Lawrenceville, and police centered 


their search for Still in tie vicinity 
of Macon. An automobile believed to 
have been driven by the slayer, who 
confessed the killing in a letter , to 
#n Atlanta friend, was found at Ma- 


con Tuesday. 
Renewed search of the lonely wood- 


land, where the body was found Wed- 
nesday, resulted in the discovery by 
Lieutenant Lon Evans and Detective 
EK. W. Ginn, of the Atlanta police 
department, of the exact spot where 
the girl was killed. The spot was in- 
dicated by a pool of blood, covered 
with leaves 19 feet from the point 
where the body was found, officers 


said. 

Chief of Police T. O. Sturdivant, 
after questioning a pretty young 
woman, whose identity he guarded, 
said that the young woman, believed 
to have been a former sweetheart of 
Still, told him “Floyd hasn’t enough 
nerve to kill himself.” In the letter to 
Carter Miller, of 284 Richardson 
street, which led to discovery of the 
body Tuesday after the girl had been 
missing since Sunday, Still predicted 
that if he is found in Macon his 
body would be in the river. 

River Banks Searched. 

Chief of Police B. T. Watkins, of 
Macon, Wednesday night said that 
Still probably had left Macon, or, 
“if he’s. still here, he has jumped 
in the river.” One of Still's brothers 
from Atlanta reached Macon Wed- 
nesday afternoon and, accompanied 
by officers, searched the banks of the 
Ocmulgee river without uncovering a 
clue, it was said. Detective Omar 
Holland, of Macon, said that the 
brother expressed belief that Still 
would end his life as a result of the 
killing of the wife. Macon police 
were considering the possibility that 
the car was abandoned in that city 
as a blind, it was said.

P. Pirkle as follows: “We, the jury, 
find that Mrs. Peggy Wolff Still, ac- 
cording to the evidenc, died by a 
blow on the head with a blunt in- 
strument followed by her throat being 
slashed with some sharp instrument in 
the bands of Floyd Still.”

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British Duke Faces Arrest 


LONDON, Noy. 1.—(#)—A sum- 
mons was granted today in Bow 
street police court against the Duke 
of Atholl for violation of the lot- 
teries act. The summons created a 
sensation in England. 

The nobleman, well know in the 
United States, raised his own pri- 
vate “mystery fund” of more than 
150,000 pounds (approximately 
$738,500 currently) by voluntary 
subscriptions and then distributed

(about $9,580) to 10 pounds (ap- 
proximately $47.90).

DATA ON INDUSTRY 
CHEER ROOSEVELI 
ON NRA PROGRESS 


Statistics Convince Pres- 
ident That Wages, Com- 
modity Prices Are on 
Upgrade in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—(®#)— 
President Roosevelt looked over a 
stack of charts and summaries today 
and decided the recovery campaign 
was pushing wages, employment and 
commodity prices upward. 

His goal is still ahead but after 
surveying the statistical record the 
president pronounced it hopeful. 

Excessive production in the textile, 
steel and leather industries between 
March and July was reported. Mr. 
Roosevelt was told this would bring 
a somewhat further decline in factory 
output this month but his economists 
regarded it as a natural recession. 

What pleased the president was a 
report from Secretary Perkins that 
the average hourly wages had _in- 
creased from 42 cents to 51 cents and 
average hours of work a week had 
declined during the last four months 
from 42 to 36. 

He attributed this directly to the 
National Recovery Administration’s 
program. 

Miss Perkins added the changes in 
wage rates did not necessarily repre- 
sent an increase in total average 
earnings but that they did represent 
shorter hours with no pay cut at the 
same time additional employes were 
being hired. 

The report of the president’s inter- 
preting economist said the depression 
was concentrated at this time in the 
heavy industries. 

This report said the final figures 
for October would show a somewhat 
further decline in factory operations, 
especially in the output of semi-fin- 
ished goods but that factory operation 
as a whole would remain above the 
highest levels of last year. 

The principal cause for the decline 
was attributed to overproduction be- 
tween March and July when the Na- 
tional Recovery Act to control wages, 
hours of work and output was being 
formulated. 

From the department of commerce, 
Mr. Roosevelt had a statement that 
exports during September were valued

Exports increased 22 per cent from 
August as compared with a customary 
increase of 14 per cent while imports 
decreased 5 per cent as compared 
with a customary decrease of 1 per 
rent. 


Roosevelt To Limit 
Liquor Importation 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—(#)— 
President Roosevelt is going to insist 
upon enforcement of the _ stringent 
liquor importation laws until after 
repeal, limiting imports to those for 
medicinal purposes only. 

This means a strict embargo on for- 
eign liquors unless there is proof that 
the medicinal supply is not sufficient. 

It is the feeling of Mr. Roosevelt 
that between now and repeal the gov- 
ernment must live to spirit and 
intent of the law.

SWOPE PROPOSES 


Single Unit Under Pri- 
vate Control Urged by 


vantages of Recovery Act 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1—-(P— 
Substitution of permanent self-gov- 
ernment of business and industry for 
the temporary work of the national 
recovery administration was proposed 
today by Gerard Swope and drew im- 
mediate agreement from Hugh S8. 
Johnson. 


The New York industrialist out- 
lined the plan at a meeting of the 
business advisory and planning coun- 
cil of the commerce department. A 
few hours later Johnson, the indus- 
trial administrator, indicated his 
agreement in a press conference. 

At about the same time, Henry I. 
Harriman, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
was telling reporters that he favored 
the principle of the plan. 

Action Delayed. 

Action on the Swope plan was 
postponed for committee study at the 
su ‘gestion of Harriman in the coun- 
cil meeting. The plan would merge 
the chamber of commerce with vari- 
ous other groups that are represent- 
ative of business and from the new 
organization would be named a board 
of appeals that would arbitrate all 
questions that arise in the applica- 
tion of codes. 

Swope said in a statement tonight: 

“There ‘is nothing in my proposal 
intended to supplant NRA, or to set 
up any industrial self-discipline with- 
out governmental participation or to 
omit the organization of labor parallel 
with the organization ‘ef. industry. 

“What I proposed was my personal 
idea of a goal for ultimate attain- 
ment. It is built on the thought that 
industrial organization is neseccary 
to industrial self-discipline and that, 
I take it, is intrinsic in the industrial 
recovery act. 

“There is no difference of opinion 
between the recovery administration 
and myself and my temporary relief 
by another industrialist on the ad- 
visory board does not separate me 
from the NRA. I am still on the 
labor board of NRA and my services 
are at all times available to the ad- 
ministrator.” 

In his conference, Johnson said: 

“Tt’s a kind of a goal to shoot at 
if we can reach it. Of course, it is 
a very ambitious plan he has there.” 

The administrator added that the 
program was thoroughly in line with 
the fundamental conceptions of NRA 
and that it would be accompanied by 
governmental safeguards at every step 
through membership of federal ap- 
pointees on every code authority and

Three men were killed and at least 
10 injured today after a collapse of 
a new fuel tank brought fire and ex- 


|plosions te cause an estimated damage 
| of $1,000,000 at the plant of the New 
England Terminal -Company. 


Late tonight the fire still was raging 
but firemen from four cities believed 
they had it nearly under control. 
They said, however, it would burn 
until tomorrow noon. 

One peril remained as the flames 
crept close to the base of a tank con- 
taining 80.000 gallons of fuel oil. 
Fire officials were hopeful they would 
be able to keep the huge container 
from exploding. 

The dead were: “Chief” Gaylor 
Henshaw. a Cherokee Indian, of 
Vinita, Okla.: Lester Hornback, of 
Tulsa, Okla.. and Henry St. Pierre, 
23. of Fall River. 

The tragedy began with the collapse 
of a new tank which was filled with 
80,000 barrels of water to test it. All 
the known dead and injured were 
working on the tank at the time. 
leak was discovered and was being 
welded. when. with a hiss and a roar

The tons of water tossed the crew 
of workers around like sticks of wood 
and rescuers had to struggle to ex- 
tricate them from the wreckage. All 
available ambulances were called from 
Tiverton and Fall.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—(#)— 
Farm adjustment administration of- 
ficials said today after a conference 
with representatives of peanut grow- 
ers that a loan of 2 3-4 cents per 
pound on peanuts was in prospect. 

Sam Clark, of Tarboro, N. C., and 
Julian Wood, of Edenton, N. C., rep- 
resenting the growers, said they un- 
derstood farm administration  offi- 
cials had already agreed upon the 
loan, 

It will have to be approved by the 
commodity credit corporation before 
it becomes effective. 

That corporation was set up to 
handle cotton and other leans. Its 
officials are chosen from the farm 
administration, farm credit’ admin- 
istration and the reconstruction cor- 
poration. 

The peanut loan, if made soon, will 
be the third in an attempt to prevent 
farm prices from going too low.

A marketing agreement for peanuts 
is in the process of its formation.

T0 ‘DELAY’ TAXES 


Chase Stock Involved in 

Banker’s Transactions 
Are Traced to Market 
Pool. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—(#)— 
Some of the Chase National bank 


stock sold short by a personal com- 
pany of Albert H. Wiggin, then its 
head, for a $4,000, profit was 
traced today before the senate bank- 
ing committee into a market pool par- 
ticipated in by a bank affiliate. 

Ferdinand Pecora, committee coun- 
sel, developed from statistical data 
and testimony by Wiggin that dur- 
ing most of the period in 1929 Wig- 
gin was selling the bank stock short, 
the pool was buying and selling Chase 
securities to stabilize the market. 

Wiggin told the committee the pur- 
pose of his large short sales was to 
“postpone” tax payments. He also 
presented a forma! tabulation to show 
he had paid $1,624,326 in federal and 
state levies for the last five years. 

His family and personal  corpora- 
the statement showed, paid 
78 in taxes, with $2,128,793 
to the federal government. Wiggin 
himself paid $1,365,234 of his total 
tax outlay in federal levies. 

The heavy-set banker, who retired 

from the bank at the beginning of 
this year, said he saw “nothing 
wrong’ in taking all steps legally pos- 
sible to reduce tax payments, and 
that the law was “strictly obeyed.” 
_ If the law is at fault, Wiggin held, 
income taxpayers can not be blamed, 
Pecora, however, contended this was 
“taking advantage of loopholes.” 

Along with the disciosures of the 
short-sale operations: and tax  pay- 
} ments, Pecora produced a_ letter in-, 
dicating that the Chase, Harris 
Forbes Company, an affiliate of the 
bank, suggested to clients a method 
to establish losses for tax purposes 
by disposing of securities. 

Wiggin said that was “part of the 
salesmanship problem” and would 
help to sell securities, asserting 


In a formal statement explaining 
the short sale, Wiggin said the trans 
, action resulted in postponing the tax 
to 1930 and 1931, and that his per- 
sonal company, the Shermar, report- 
ed the profits in its return for 1931. 
but they were'set off against losses, 
so there was no net income. 

As Pecora started into the pool 
operation and the short sales by the 
Shermar Corporation, Wiggin denied 
that the market activities of Chase 
affiliates participating in the pools 
was to support the bank stock while 
he sold it short. 

The pool operated from July 19, 
1929, to November 11, 1929, han- 
dling sales aggregating 172,806 shares 
and purchases of the same number, 
while Shermar’s short sales were 
from August 8 to December 
Shermar sold 42,506 shares short 
in this period, with 5,000 traced di- 
rectly to the pool. Pecora promised 
to develop the destination of the re- 
mainder tomorrow.

Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the Re- 
construction Corporation, announced 
tonight that the corporation would 
begin purchase of gold in foreign mar- 
kets tomorrow.

“Today the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, under the authority vest- 
ed in it by the president, has author- 
ized the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York to dispose of the notes of 
the corporation and take in payment 
“ae gold imported after November 

He refused to amplify the state- 
ment, in response to questions by re- 
porters other than to say the actual 
purchasing of gold would begin tomor- 
row. Jones did assert, however, that 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York’ would be the government’s sole 
agent. 

Jones said the price to be paid 
would be announced Thursday morn- 
ing. 
~ “Phe president’s advisors ‘indicated 
that negotiations with Great Britain 
were proceeding satisfactorily by pre- 
dicting that the he operations 
would not have the t of pitting 
Washington and London against each 
other in a foreign exchange duel, 

As to the actual status of the in- 
ternational talks, however, they would 
say nothing. They declined to con- 
firm a report that the banks of Eng- 
land and France would become the 
agents of the Reconstruction Corpor- 
ation and the federal reserve system 
in making the gold purchases, but 
conceded nevertheless, that this was a 
possibility. 

Power Delegated. 

At the White House, it was said

Date With Roosevelt. 

Seventy-eight-year-old Mrs. John- 
son, who has been happily sight-seeing 
in a Washington she hasn’t visited 
since the World War, has a date with 
a man she admires almost as much 
as she does her son—President 
Roosevelt. 

She tried to appéar  off-handish 
about it, and she said she wasn’t go- 
ing to crimp her hair. But her blue 
eyes, shining brightly, betrayed her 
eager anticipation. And she frankly 
admitted that when she has made 
that White House visit, she is ready 
to go back to her home in Okmulgee, 
Okla., at any time. 

She does not agree with all of che 
administration’s program. ‘Take -e- 
peal, for instance. 

“I still wear my white ribbon,” she 
said. “I think it is awful to take 
the eighteenth amendment out of the 
constitution, and that some terrible 
thing will come to this eountry.” 

She shook her gray head wisely: 
“Such a mess as we've got ourselves 
into!’ she said. 

A type to delight  history-loving 
President Roosevelt is Mrs. Johnson, 
who, like the son she calls “Hughie,” 
doesn’t bother with the “T’’ in the 
name that some of her sons and 
grandsons carry. 

The president, whose genuine inter- 
est always draws out the life sto- 
ries of pioneers. has an interesting 
one to hear <rom her. 

Survives Them All. 


“I’ve been lady of the house since 
I was 12 years old,” she said.

“I was born and reared and mar- 
ried in Illinois, and as a young bride 
I went to Kansas, Fort Scott—there 
Hughie was born. 

“When they asked me to make a 
speech for NRA I said I thought 
then he was the best thing I had ever 
looked at.

“IT told thefh all, too, that they'd 
better study oratory, because in this 
day and age they never know when 
their bright children might bring them 
forth to make a speech.

Telephone rate hear were re- 
opened briefly Wed ay the 
Georgia public service commission to 
hear testimony by J. L. Kirk, eral 
manager of three companies the 
state, that a rate uction would 
further decrease revenues already in- 
adequate. 

Officials of the commission said 
they had no knowledge of anything 
that would uire the hearings to be 
re-opened again. The Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
which serves most of the state, and 
most of the smaller companies, have 
been heard. Commissioners said they 
believed they had sufficient informa- 
tion on which to base a finding but 
did not indicate when a decision would 
be reached. 

Kirk testified on behalf of the Con- 
solidated Telephone Company,.serving 
Moultrie and the surrounding towns 
of Boston, Barwick, Coolidge, Hahira, 
Meigs and Lakeland; the Dalton, Tele- 
phone Company, and the Douglas Tele- 
phone Company. 

“In my judgment, it would be total- 
ly impossible to get enough new sub- 
scribers to make up the loss if our 
rates should be cut,” he told the com- 
mission. “The people able to pay for 
telephones on any rate basis simply 
are not there.” 

He pointed out that a rate reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent would require a 
25 per cent increase in installations 
to give the same gross revenue as is 
now received, and said service for the 
additional subscribers would increase 
operating costs so that even on that 
basis the net return would be smaller. 

The companies presented exhibits 
prepared by J. K. Johnston, telephone 
engineer, showing a present valua- 
tion of $210,032 for the properties of 
the Consolidated Telephone Company, 
with net returns dropping from 3 1-2 
per cent in 1929 to 2 per cent in 1932, 
with an indicated net of less than 1 
per cent for 1933, on straight line 
rates of $5 for business telephone, and 
$3 for home installations in Moultrie 
and lower rates in the other towns 
served; a valuation of $107,191 for 
the Douglas properties, with returns 
falling from 
1-3 of 1 per cent in 1932, and an in- 
dicated deficit this year on rates of 
$4.25 and $2.50; and an a praisal of 
the Douglas properties at $74,168, ‘on 
which §.6 per cent was eraned in 
1930, 1.2 per cent in 1932, and a 
deficit is ee for 1933 with rates 
of $3.90 and $2.40 

The revenues were figured on the 
basis of a 6 per cent allowance for 
depreciation, which Kirk said should 
be nearer 10 per cent.

The company, which will have more 
than 100 buses traveling a total of 
1,000,000 miles a month, will have 
headquarters and shops in Atlanta, it 
was said.

OBSCURE WAITER 
AWARDED BACK PAY 
UNDER NRA PACT 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—(/)—An ob- 
scure waiter was the victor today in 
the first court action in the east based 
on the president’s re-employment 
agreement and NRA officials termed 
the decision far-reaching in its effects. 

The waiter was Samuel Hoffman, 
of the Bronx, and he got $59 from his 
employer, Elias Zervos, owner of the 
Zum Hamburger Fess restaurant. 

But Hoffman realized the impor- 
tance of his victory before Justice 
James J. Fitzgerald in the Bronx myv- 
nicipal court when Thomas J. Dono- 
van, toys of the complatnt bureau of 
the NRA law department, said: 

“This means that any worker paid 
less than a minimum ‘wage by an 
NRA employer may go to court ahd 
collect the balance due him. The 
court in this case apparently has ruled 
that the president's re-employment 
agreement is binding with regard to 
an employe’s pay, although the con- 
tracting parties are the president 
and the employer.” 

Hoffman testified that when he 
went to work for Zervos last June he 
was paid $3 a week. When Zervoe 
signed the president’s agreement in 
August Hoffman asked for the $15-a- 
week minimum provided in the agree- 
ment and was given $16 on account. 
Zervos then ceased making up the 
difference, Hoffman said, and when 
the waiter objected he was discharged.

When he re- 
sisted their efforts one of the meh 
planted a. hard right on the chin and 
the boisterous visitor was immediately 
quiet. The other two dragged him to 
the shade of a nearby store where he 
remained until the trial was over. 


James took the witness stand and 
denied the charges against him but 
the jury saw fit to return a verdict of 
guilty despite the denial. The negro 
said he walked off from the Banks 
county gang the night before the 
crime was committed and never even 
saw the victim. 

James was reported missing the day 
of the crime and inasmuch as he was 
serving his second sentence for as- 
sault he was immediately suspected. 
He was caught in south try a sevV- 
eral weeks ago and had been held in 
the Fulton tower in Atlanta for safe 
keeping. 

The state produced a number of 
witnesses whose testimony tended to 
connect the negro with the crime. All 
was. circumstantial. 


Solicitor-General J. Olifford Pratt |; 


directed the prosecution, while Attor- 
neys Sam Kimsey and R. C. Scott, 
appointed by the court, defended the 
negro. 

James was brought here by a picked 
122d 
infantry under command of Adjutant 
General Lindley W. Camp. The 
troops and their prisoner arrived be- 
fore daylight and the negro was placed 
under heavy guard in the courtroom 
to await the opening of the trial. Ten 
guardsmen kept him entirely sur- 
rounded throughout the proceedings 
and after the verdict was reached and 
sentence passed he was loaded into a 
bus and started back to Atlanta he- 
fore the guardsmen permitted the 
crowd to disperse. 

Defense attorneys said they were 
undetermined whether the case will 
he appealed or not. 

Both Judge Stark and Sheriff Wel- 
chell thanked General Camp and his 
men for their services as the guards- 
men took off with the prisoner.

Columbus Pastor To Fill Palpit | 
Sunday Despite Ouster Movement 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Nov. 1.—Undis- 
mayed by what he ealled an illegal 
‘ballot, the Rey. J. Monroe Graham, 
pastor of the Pentecostal church of 
Colnmbus, announced today that he 
would fill his pulpit Sunday, even 
though it had been declared vacant 
after November 1 by a 65-to-0 vote at 
a church meeting. 


The pastor asserted that many of 
the 65 who voted were members of 
other churches. He further stated 
that although it had been reported 
that the original suit filed in the 
Muscogee county superior court in 
an effort to oust him had been with- 
drawn, the suit was still pending and 
that any action taken by either side 
to the controversy would be contrary 
to law. 

The first step was the petitioning 
of a temporary injunction by a por- 
tion of the Pentecostal congregation 
who had heard rumors they were to 
be expelled from the church by the 
pastor, to prevent the Rev. Graham 
from cajling a meeting of the execu- 
tive board of the church or filling the 
pulpit. The right to call a meeting 
was denied the pastor, but he was al- 
lowed to continue his services. 

Next a permanent injunction was 


sought. The pastor’s attorneys filed 
demurrers. Saturday, October 21, was 
set as the day of the hearing. The dis- 
senter’s council announced that the 
suit would be withdrawn after Judge 
F. C. McLaughlin intimated that he 
would sustain the demurrers of the 
defense because a majority of the 
congregation had not filed the peti- 
tion. The case was then postponed 
until Saturday, November 4. 


In the meantime, 65 people gather- 
ed and voted to declare the pulpit of 
the Pentecostal church vacant. Its 
total membership is 112. Attorneys 
for’ the dissenters sought to file an- 
other suit restraining the pastor from 
calling a meeting of the executive 
board of zhe church when rumors of 
further efforts to expel’ them were 
heard. The court ruled that the orig- 
inal injunction was still in force and{ 
that further proceedings were not 
necessary before the hearing on No- 
vember 4.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 1.—(?)—Dis- 
tinguished citizens of two states will 
come here tomorrow night to pay trib- 
ute to Thomas J. Hamilton, editor of 
the Augusta Chronicle, who fought for 
14 years for the deepening of the Sa- 
vannah ‘river to permit navigation 
from Augusta to the sea. 


The editor won his fight recently 
when a Washington dispatch said that 
an appropriation of more than $1,250,- 
000 had been allotted for the project 
by army engineers from river and har- 
bor improvement funds. 


Surveys are now under way to de- 
termine the location of the locks and 
dams which will assure an all-year, 
six-foot channel from Augusta to the 
sea. 


‘Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., for- 
mer Senator John S. Cohen, W. E. 
Page, internal revenue collector; Rep- 
resentative Robert Ramspeck, Sena- 
tors Smith and Byrnes, of South Caro- 
lina; Claude Sapp, South Carolina 
democratic chairman; Ryburn Clay 
and Arthur Lucas, fellow members 
with Mr. Hamilton of the Georgia 
public works advisory board; Gordon 
Saussey, George Butler and William 
Murphey, of Savannah; John N.

Mr. Hamilton said little today, except: 

“No man has any business being edi- 
tor of a newspaper who is not untir. 
ing in his efforts to advance his com- 
munity in all things.” Since 1919, the 
Chronicle’s editor has carried on the 
masthead of the editorial page a list 
of “the Chronicle’s ambitions for Au- 
gusta.” Occasionally, various projects 
have been completed and the list had 
to be revised. By his pen, and by 
personal work here, in Atlanta, in 
Washington and elsewhere, the Chron- 
icle’s editor has worked for numerous 
civic improvement projects. 

He gradually converted his city in 
support of the river channel project, 
and then tried to sell the federa lIgov- 
ernment on the idea. The city of Au- 
gusta bought a side-wheeler of ancient 
vintage and put it in operation just 
to show the government that the idea 
was practicable. The project has had 
its ups and downs, but the editor 
finally won his fight. | 

Mr. Hamilton is chairman of the 
Savannah river improvement commis- 
sion, and also chairman of the state 
public works advisory board. Al- 
though the improvement is to be out 
of public works funds it was not han- 
dled by the state advisory board, 
since river and harbor improvements 
are made on recommendation of the 
army board. of engineers. 

The Chronicle's editor is a trustee 
of Mercer University, a director of 
the Georgia Forestry Association, a 
leading figure in the Atlantic Intra- 
coastal Waterways Association, and 
in 1924 managed the Georgia pre-con- 
vention campaign for President of

Judge Waldroop ‘was born and 
reared in Union county, being -a son 
of Thomas Waldroop, and had made 
|his home there practically all his life. 
He attended the public schools of that 
county and studied law under the 
late Judge Wellborn of that county. 
being admitted to the bar over 40 
years ago. He was ordinary of Union 
county for many years, and conducted 
a general mercantile business in 
Blairsville for 50 years. He also own- 
ed large farming interests in that sec- 
tion. 

He bore the distinction of having 
served two terms in the Georgia legis- 
lature 50 years apart. He served in 
1882-83, at the time the money was 
appropriated for building the present 
state capitol, and was sent back again 
in 1982, after the lapse of half a 
century.

PHILOSOPHY OF FLIGHT. 
When one who is sensitive to the. 
perfection of correlation of form and- 
function to contemplate the 
widely varied flight patterns of birds, 
he is likely to bolt. the ranks of sci- 
ence and enter. whole-heartedly sa 
= oes he pond of philosophy. No lo 

ponder whether the wings 
cena apted to flight pattern, or 
ithe. the shape % the wings de- 
termine that pattern. The sheer en- 
alge of watching wings obviates, 
or the time at least, the questions of 
their evolution. 

An early traveler's yarn, designed 
to impress listeners with the powers 
of flight of the albatross, relates that 
these magnificent birds are often 
seen sleeping in the air, with the 
head tucked under one wing, while 
the other keeps the birds in flight. 
Can you imagine a modern explorer 
coming home with a tale like that? 
Yet equally absurd ‘things have been 
given to the unsuspecting public in 
recent years. 

But to get back to flight. Notice 
the way a broad-winged bird flies. 
Soaring flight that takes advantage 
of almost imperceptible air currents 
stands at one pinnacle of flight per- 
fection. The slender-winged. birds 
that, like our humming ird, are 
aquiver in the air, reach another 
peak. Between these limits, arbi- 
trarily established, stands a _ great 
mass of birds with all sorts and sizes 
of wings, with flight patterns all their 
own. This seems to establish at once 
two general classes of birds, as broad- 
winged soaring birds and narrow- 
winged active fliers. But where can 
we place the gulls and terns in this 
scheme of classification, if we might 
give it that name? 

Memories go back through the early 
years to hours spent on the coast. 
The most stirring sight I can recall 
is that of the grey and white gulls 
poised far above me breasting the 
gale that blows from the sea. Wings 
spread and slightly curved, it almost 
seems that they are balanced on in- 
visible wires, so motionless are th Ag 
Motionless, did I say? Let me be 
solutely correct, please; they are _ 
ing almost vertically, simply 
breasting the breeze. When they fed 


sire to head out to sea, its down heads 
and sail away. Not soaring, but 


gna not flying. but supported in- 
visibly, they bring me a thriJl second 
to few. in my experience. 

Yet the wings of gulls are long and 
thin, The first bird skin I ever made 


was of a Caspian tern, in northern 
Michigan. I admired the thin-bladed 
r'| wings of that bird for half an hour 
before I started its preparation. Let’s 
tear down all ‘preconceived ideas and 
start afresh to enjoy the flight pat- 
terns of our birds. 

Why reason over adaptations? 
Simply because I haye no intention 
of making an especial study of birds, 
and therefore will not enter into de- 
tails of sigh t as determining or as de- 
termined by wing structure, I have 
no intention of giving up the measure 
of joy that comes to me with each 
flock of birds seen aguinst the sky.’

“The good old days—bah!” said Tick Tichenor, who was 
an all-southern football player some 20 or more years ago at 
Auburn and at Georgia, the rules being quite elastic in those 
days. 


“Why, the football player of the old days wouldn’t 
be able to last through one of the modern games, to 
say nothing of playing all the season with no time- 
outs. The modern game, with its scientific blocking and 
tackling, makes the old game seem like ping-pong. The 
center rush and the flying wedge and the revolving 
wedge—all those things didn’t have half the power the 
modern plays have with their exact blocking : assign- 
ments. 
“And not only that,” continued Tick Tichenor, “the :only 

reason the old-time teams went through the season with no 
defeats was a very simple reason indeed. 

‘In those days the Big Three in the east had all 
the football material. This meant just two real games 
a year for each one. In the south, Vanderbilt, Auburn 
and Sewanee (with Vanderbilt usually having an ad- 
vantage) had most of the football material. 

“The other teams were easy to beat. But that’s all changed. 
The modern team-meets a tough team almost every week. And 
most any of the teams of today would have beat an old-time 
team—if the modern team had its modern game.” 

And so when the Old Grad gets going the football 
reporters fold their tents and silently steal away. Be- 
cause the Old Grad’s talk is quite phoney and most of 
his old-time heroes couldn’t make the varsities of today. 

After all, the Old Grad is talking about his youth. And 
youth is a time for heroes and great accomplishments. And 
| suppose the time will come when | will be talking about the 
good old days and the boys will be nodding in the corners or 
getting up to go out for air. Unless, of course, I can keep in 
mind Tick Tichenor’s statement—‘‘The good old days—bah!”’

Since then Michigan has had seven 
Big Ten championships in 13 years 
under his guidance,

Yost, “have little, if ‘any, knowledge 
of the real work the coach has done.

four games. Suppposing someone had 
succeeded him at the end of the 1927 
season and lost those four. What a 
howl there would have been! Bat 
Rockne was just as good a coach in 
1928 as he was in 1927 and 1929. 

“Generally speaking, coaches today 
are college graduates and belong to 
permanent departments in their 
schools. Why, a man has to have a 
master’s degree to stay at a high 
school! 

“Fundamentally coaching is just a 
rather difficult teaching job. A 
coach must not only impart knowl- 
edge of technique, but in. intercol- 
legiate competition the students are 
put to a high test of use of this tech- 
nique. There is a vast ‘difference be- 
tween teaching how a thing should be 
done and teaching boys to actually 


do it. 

“That instant use factor is impor- 
tant. An architect can spend a week 
designing a window, but a football 
player must make his decisions in a 
tenth of a second. And his technique 


must be co-ordinated instantly with 
that of 10 other players.”. .

U.S. Regulation Program 
Would Benefit 52,000,000 
Persons, Declares 
Thomas D. Campbell.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—There 


is no other act of congress which 
could bring about such general pros- 
perity as a fixed price of grain and 
other raw products, providing such 
prices are high enough to enable the 
average podacer to produce at some 
profit. 

New wealth «emes from three 
sources only: The ground, beneath 
the ground, and from the water sur- 
rounding the earth. It is impossible 
for prosperity to return until the pro- 
ducer of a raw product, whether it 
is grain or gold, cotton or copper, 
corn or lumber, flax or fish, can pro- 
dace at a profit. Raw products pro- 
duced at a loss consume old wealth 
instead of creating new wealth. 

Nothing has been done for years 
which will bring such permanent 
prosperity to the oil business as the 
price-fixing of crude oil, but, as in 
all other commodities, a fixed price 
on the finished product must be es- 
tablished in arder to be fair to the 
consumer. Such restriction and con- 
ttol of production is just as fair to 
the small producer as to the large 


one. He may not make as much profit. 


as the large producer, but he will 
not have as much investment. 
Variation in Prices. 

The new agricultural adjustment 
act is to some extent price-fixing, by 
making the processing tax equivalent 
to the difference between the present 
market values and the average price 
of wheat in Chicago for the period 
of 1909-1914 inclusive. This is ap- 
proximately $1.07 cents f. o. b. Chi- 


cago, or 75 cents at Hardin, Mont., 
the difference being freight and sell- 
ing costs. 

Such a price, for example, “would 
be very fair to everyone, but should 
only apply on the wheat sold in the 
United States. If the farmer wants 
to sell his surplus for less in for- 
eign markets, as other manufactur- 
ers do, that is his own affair. If for- 
eign markets should be higher, the 
same reason‘ should govern, and the 
farmer should be forced to sell the 
portion of his crop required for home 
consumption at the fixed price. 

Objections to Regulation. 

Objection has been raised to fixing 
a fair price on grain, owing to the 
difference in the cost of production, 
caused by weather, quality of soil 
and difference in freight rates. This 
is to some extent true, but it is equal- 
ly true in determining a fair, fixed 
price for crude oil. It is obvious that 
the cost of producing crude oil, from 
an oil well which supplies five to 
ten barrels a day under pump, is cer- 
tainly vastly different from the cost 
of oil produced in a flowing well 
which gushes at from 10 to 25,000 
barrels a day. 

The government, found it possible 
to determine what it considers a fair 
price on crude oil, with these extreme 
variations, and there is no reason 
why it cannot be done with grain 
crops. The government has deter- 
mined what it considers a fair price 
on steel rails. Minimum hours of 
labor have been established and mini- 
mum wage scales are now part of the 
law. It will undoubtedly be neces- 
sary to restrict production of com- 
modities on which prices are fixed

The farmer, 
at least, will be on a partial equal- 
ity with industry and can afford to 
buy and pay good prices. I, for one, 
will not have any objections to pay- 
ing good pfices fer commodities 
which I purchase, provided I can 
receive from 75 to ’80 cents per 
bushel for our wheat at our loading 
station. 

The greatest economic problem be- 
fore the administration today is that 
of agriculture. Few people realize 
that there are 32,000,000 directly en- 
gaged in agriculture. and 20,000,000 
more directly dependent upon the 
farmer, who have not had any pur- 
chasing power for the last ten years. 
We hear much about the 10,000.000 
unemployed, but few have stopped to 
consider that the 52,000,000 people 
directly and indirectly dependent upon 
agriculture have been more effectively 
disemployed than any workingman 
who has looked despairingly at the 
smokeless chimney of the factory 
where he once could earn a daily 
wage. 

Give these 52 ,000,000 adapte a 
purchasing power again, by making it 
possible for them to produce their 
products at a profit instead of a loss, 
and you will soon have the 10,000.- 
000 unemployed happily working at 


their old jobs. y 


Price Fixing Not New. 

There is nothing new about price 
fixing of agricultural products. The 
Romans attempted it soon after the 
second Macedonian war. At that 
time cheap wheat was shipped in from 
northern Africa and offered for sale 
in Rome at less than the cost of, pro- 
duction to the Roman farmer. The 
farmers revolted at that time, and to 
appease them, Augustus Caeser de- 
clared a fixed price on wheat. History 
does not tell us the economic result, 
but it at least took care of a serious 
situation at that time. 

Thirty-nine countries during the 
last year have had some method ‘of 
determining the price of grains, 
Wheat was $1.40 a bushel in France 
when the price in Liverpool was 48 
cents. Germany had $1.85 wheat at 
the same time. Oother countries had | 
various prices, all muth in excess of 
the established world price in Liver- 
pool, Meanwhile, simultaneously, 
wheat was 14 cents a bushel in Har- 
din, Mont., with an established protec- 
tive tariff of 42 cents a bushel. 

Farmer Must Benefit. 

The time has come when the Amer- 
ican farmer must get the advantage of 
established tariffs on the portion of 
his crop sold in the United States as 
that enjoyed by th® manufacturer of 
other commodities. It is decidedly 
wrong that the price of his surplus, 
representing a small portion of his 
crop sold in a foreign market, should 
determine the price of the greater por- 
tion of his crop sold in the United 
States. Put this condition on any 
other manufacturer in the United 
States and he would soon be in bank- 
ruptcy. Other commodities are usual- 
ly the world price, plus the tariff, plus 
transportatiom 

The price on wheat has been the 
world price, less the transportation. 
The same has been true with cotton, 
tobacco and corn, or any other crop 
of which America hasxa surplus, 

The wise thing, of course, is for the 
farmer not to produce the surplus and 
then these tariffs will be effected, and 
it is the intent of the agricultural ad- 
justment act to prevent the produc- 
tion of this surplus. 

The new agricultural adjustment 
act is going to do more for agricul- 
ture than any other legislation which 
has ever been passed by the American 
government. It will do more to make 
a success of the NRA than any other 
department of the great new economic 
structure.

Ceeteia Senator |

Pathetic Scene Enacted at Home 
Of Young Wite Slain by Husband

While police are conducting a wide- 
spread search for Floyd Still, former 
Clarkston school teacher and purport- 


edly confessed slayer of his pretty 
young wife, Peggy Wolff Still, a sor- 
rowing father sits helplessly crying 
for vengeance, and a brave mother 
strives heroically to carry on for the 
sake of the slain girl’s grieving sisters 
and brothers. 

Mrs. Still, whose mutilated body 
was found late Tuesday afternoon 
near Snellville following the receipt 
through the mails of a purported con- 
fession on the part of the husband, 
was next eldest of a’ family of eleven 
children, and since her estrangement 
from her husband about two years 
ago has resided with her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. C. A. Wolff, 1641 Stanwood 
circle, Kirkwood. 

A scene indescribable in its pathos 
was enacted Wednesday night at the 
Wolff home, as a frenzied mother 
shooed weeping little ones off to their 
baths, and an outraged father moaned 
“If I could just-get my hands on him.” 
Neighbors wept on one another's 
shoulders, and fresh outbursts of griéf 
came with each arfivyal of numerous 
beautiful floral expressions of sym- 


_pathy for the stricken family. 


Won't Discuss Slaying. 

Almost -prostrated with grief, the 
rs refused to comment on the 
rutal slaying. 

There-was widespread grief also at 
Clarkston; where the entire citizenry 
was aroused over the confession of 
Floyd: Still: 

During the 1930-31. school term, 
Still was an instructor in the Clarks- 
ton high school, where he is said to 
have made an excellent record as a 
teacher, and appears to have been ex- 
tremely well liked. 

It was learned that Still left Clarks- 
ton soon after: his estrangement from 
his wife. 

According te those in Clarkston 
who had known him well, the lines of 
Oscar Wilde, “For each man kills the 
thing he loves,” might well apply. 

F..L. .(Mink) Livsey, resident of 
Clarkston, who guided Atlanta police 
to .the spot where Mrs. Still’s body 
was found, stated Wednesday that it 
was just a case of “too much love,” 
Mr. Livsey’s daughter is the wife of 
Still’s brother. 

Divorce Cost Him Job. 

According to Mr. Livsey, Still lost 


his position with the Clarkston school 


because of the fact that divorce pro- 
ceedings had been instituted by his 
wife. No final decree on the petition 
has been rendered, and the case .was 
to have been heard in DeKalb superior 
court Tuesday. 

Residents of Clarkston were shocked 
almost beyond belief when they learn- 
ed of the purported confession of Still, 
who, it is said, was one of the best- 
liked teachers who have been employed 
there in many years. 

Neighbors of the young couple dur- 
ing their first few months of mar- 
riage said that Still and his pretty 
young wife had attended school par- 
ties together and had often entertained 
their friends with joint music, Mrs. 
Still accompanying her husband's cor- 
net solos on the piano. 

Quiet, Reserved Type. 

Still was deseribed as a very quiet, 
reserved person of high intellect and 
temperate habits. He is one of seven 
brothers, and grew up on a farm near 
Caleb, Ga. His mother, Mrs. Lena 
Still, now lives there. His father has 
been dead several years. 

Still was graduated from Young. 
Harris school in 1928, and soon took 
up his profession of teaching.” For 
one year, it is said,. he taught a school 
in south Georgia before going to 
Clarkston. 

The slain young woman was em- 
ployed as a secretary in the offices of 
the Youthform Company. Still is said 
to have met her frequently of late in 
an effort at reconciliation, and is said 
to have been last seen with her Sun- 
day morning when he left with her 
following her attendance at religious 
service in a Kirkwood church. 

According to residents of Clarkston, 
Still appeared to be extremely fond of 
his young wife, to whom he was mar- 
ried about three months before the 
close of the school term in 1931, 

Mr. Livsey, who stated that he had 
known all the Still boys since baby- 
hood, said that a great change had 
come over the husband soon after his 
estrangement from his wife, which. is 
said to have taken place within Icss 
than two months after their marriage. 
Mr. Livsey stated that whereas Floyd 
Still had always been an exceptionally 
calm. and reticent young man, soon 
after the rupture in hig marital status 
he became a “wreck.” It was said 
that Still had known the former Miss 
Wolff for about a year prior to their 


marriage.

To U.S. in 13 Prohibition Years

timated unofficially today by govern- 
ment fiscal experts at upwards of 
$3,000,000,000 on the basis of the 
average yearly receipts for the five 
years preceding the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 
- Barnings of federal] prohibition en- 
forgement, units were shown by offi- 
cial figures to total approximately 45 
per cent of their cost. Expenditures 
of these units aggregated $141,335,453 
while receipts totaled $64,009,2

effective in 1920, but from the vol- 
uminous files of the btrean of inter- 
nal revenue—grown musty through 
the years—the following figures were

clared boldly in court yesterday, “is 
now complete. It started with the 
nazi reichstag members, was con- 
tinued by nazi journalists, and is now 
finished by a thief—a common thief!” 
_ Judge Buenger explained this morn- 
ing that a stenographic report of the 
proceedings had been called to his 
attention and that “I only heard the 
beginning of his words yesterday, but 
they were unspeakably insolent.” 

Dimitroff, protesting loudly, was 
led away by police, after Judge 
Buenger asserted, “I will remember 
to put the brakes even more on 
Dimitroff in the future.”

The bidding on some hands tells 2 
story which is so clear that it is pos- 
sible to piece together the suit dis- 
tributions of the hidden hands almost 
without a flaw. Suchea hand was 
dealt in a large Duplicate game not 
long ago, and at almost every table 
the bidding followed approximately 
the same course. Although the aver- 
age caliber of the players was very 
high, in no instance did the Opening 
leader consider the situation carefully 
enough, and not one made the proper 
Opening lead. a 

This lapse was due chiefly to the 
fact that the hand. which had the 
privilege of leading held two Aces 
against a Slam bid, and neither mem- 
ber of the bidding team had indicated 
a void suit by a direct bid. It seems 
to me, however, that a study of the 
inferences revealed by the nature and 
sequence of all the bidding should have 
told the story more clearly than any 
single bid could have done.

Remediable by Levy on 
Nickel Glass. 


HOT SPRINGS, Va., Nov. 1—C@) 
The National Investment Bankers’ As- 
sociation convention was informed to- 
day that too high beer taxes already 
are causing loss of revenue to the na- 
tion’s various governments and that 
potential taxes on other liquor may 
be so high as to strengthen the boot- 
legging industry. 

e convention approved the report 
of Charles B. Engle, of the tax com- 
mittee, saying “there is very real 
danger that state and local imposts 
negative the results sought by 
making bootlegging still profitable.” 

Engle, in a press conference, said 
a five-cent glass of beer would pro- 
duce more revenue than is now being 
obtained from beer. The present high- 
er tax, he said,.is voiding two ob- 
jectives of the beer laws—to end boot- 
legging and to add to government 
revenues. 

He said prospective taxes on heavier 
alcoholic liquors are likely to have 
even greater effect in this direction. 
Engel cited the experiences of other 
nations to show that high taxes had 
oft:n cost government revenue, and he 
told of one instance where whisky 
was sold at $7 a quart legally and 
where good quality of whisky would 
bring a gallon, illegally.
